AREA  COMPARABILITY  FACTORS. 

These 

factors 

are  provided  by 

the  Registrar  General  in  respect  of  birth  and  death  rates 
in  order  to  make  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which 
local  populations  differ  in  age  and  sex  distribution  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 
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The  birth  rate  has  decreased  agaia  this  year,  but  is 
still  above  the  national  rate  Cwhich  has  decreased) .  The 
death  rate  has  also  decreased  and  is  below  the  national  figure. 

76%  of  all  deaths  took  place  at  65  years  of  age  or  older 
and  51%  were  75  and  over. 

Deaths  from  all  types  of  Cancer  accounted  for  17%  of 
deaths  and  deaths  from  various  forms  of  heart  disease  accounted 
for  58%  of  all  deaths  -  Ischaemic  heart  disease  C* Coronary  Thrombosis') 
being  the  biggest  single  group  and  accounting  for  23%  of  all  deaths.

93.5%  of  all  children  born  in  1971  were  given  primary 
immunisation  by  the  end  of  1972. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  slight  danger  from  Smallpox 
vaccination  exceeded  the  danger  from  Smallpox  itself  vaccination 
as  a  .routine  measure  was  discontinued  in  1971. 

Measles  immunisation  is  normally  given  during  the  second 
year  of  life  and  fortunately  seems  to  be  increasingly  accepted 
by  parents. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


A  -  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 
Ci)  SLAUGHTERING. 


Slaughtering  facilities  were  provided  at  two  premises 

1.  Bowyers  (Wiltshire)  Limited 
2c  W.E« Summers. 

The  first  named  is  a  fully  mechanised  modem  installation 
slaughtering  between  500  and  650  pigs  per  day  at  about  95  per 
hour.  The  hours  of  operation  were  between  7.30  a.m.  and 
5.00  p.m. 

Slaughtering  of  calves,  pigs  and  sheep  was  carried  out  at 
W.E .Summers  between  the  hours  of  4.00  p.m.  and  7.00  p.m.  and 
on  Saturdays  between  8.00  a.m.  and  12.00  noon. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  casualties  no  slaughtering  was 
done  on  Sundays. 

Twenty-one  slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

(ii)  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


The  three  meat  inspectors,  with  assistance  at  times  of 
holidays  or  sickness  from  public  health  inspectors  have 
inspected  136,384  animals  during  the  year  in  the  normal  adverse 
slaughterhouse  working  conditions. 

This  work  requires  a  high  degree  of  mental  concentration, 
manual  skill  and  has  the  disadvantages  of  endless  repetition. 

Seventeen  complaints  involving  foodstuffs  were  investigated 
during  the  year.  Six  contained  insects,  Host  were  the 
products  of  large  firms  some  of  wnich  were  manufactured  abroad. 
No  court  proceedings  were  taken. 

Forty-three  Export  Health  Certificates  were  issued  during 
the  year  for  products  manufactured  in  the  District.

B  -  HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS, 


(a)  UNFIT  HOUSES, 


Fifty  five  older  houses  in  Ashton  Street,  Harford  Street 
and  Clarks  Place  were  inspected  during  the  year.  No  immediate 

action  was  taken  by  this  Council  as  being  in  close  proximity 
to  a  proposed  relief  road, it  was  necessary  to  take  into  account 
future  noise  levels.  This  is  to  be  investigated  by 

the  '^Itshire  County  Council, 

A  Closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  one  unfit  property 
and  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let  was  given  on  a  second. 

(b)  HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION, 


Informal  action  continued  to  be  taken  wherever  necessary 
under  the  Council's  adopted  code  of  standards  for  multi— occupied 
houses , 

(c)  HOUSING  ACT,  1969,  PART  III. 

The  procedure  to  obtain  a  Regulated  Tenancy  where 
previously  a  controlled  tenancy  existed  and  thus  to  gain  an 
increased  rent  has  proved  complicated  and  time  consuming  for 
all  concerned.  Fortunately  the  procedure  was  simplified 
later  in  the  year  by  the  Housing  Finance  Act,  1972.

Area  No,l  (Dursley/Drynham  Road)  comprises  158  properties  and 
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was  designated  on  23rd  March,  1971, 

During  1972  no  environmental  works  were  started  as  the 
whole  of  the  year  was  spent  negotiating  the  dedication  of 
land  required  and  agreeing  detail.  Twelve  applications  for 
Improvement  Grants  were  approved. 

Area  No, 2  (Wyke  Road)  comprises  fifty— eight  properties  and 
was  designated  on  26th  October,  1971, 

The  purchase  of  a  strip  of  land  at  the  rear  of  the 
properties  to  provide  a  rear  access  was  completed  during  the 
year  but  other  detail  has  prevented  the  start  of  construction 
work.  Six  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  approved. 

(e)  DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS, 


Ninety  applications  were  received  and  approved  involving 
ninety-six  housing  units,

C  -  CLEAN  AIR  ACTS, 


Smoke  and  smuts  from  metal  chimney  stacks  were  the  cause 
of  most  complaints.  In  one  case,  not  only  was  it  necessary  to 
introduce  an  alkaline  powder  continually  but  also  to  scrape  the 
entire  inside  of  the  flue  at  regular  intervals, 

D  -  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT, 

There  was  a  further  Increase  in  the  number  of  noise 
complaints.  Refrigerator  motors,  noises  from  neighbours 
and  reports  from  bird  scarers  were  common  causes  of  complaint 
but  perhaps  the  most  difficult  to  deal  with  were  those  in  the 
vicinity  of  private  clubs  where  members  sally  forth  late  in 
the  evening  or  early  the  next  morning  awaking  the  residents  with 
cheerful  shouts  and  laughter  and  the  din  of  banging  car  doors 
and  engine  starter  motors,

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 

F  -  RODENT  AND  OTHER  PEST  CONTROL, 


The  table  overleaf  shows  the  necessary  work  carried  out  by 
the  Rodent  Operator  in  destroying  rats  and  mice.  He  also 
dealt  with  pigeons,  wasps  and  cockroaches  and  other  pests. 

As  a  general  comment  mice  are  becoming  more  difficult  to 
control  and  require  their  bait  to  be  made  more  attractive  There 
is  a  need  for  a  new  and  effective  method  of  destroying  mice. 

It  has  often  been  necessary  to  return  to  the  use  of  wire— sprung 
mouse  traps. 
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The  soil  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  for 
rata  and  again  there  was  no  significant  change  when  compared 
with  previous  years. 

The  Council  has  thirteen  contracts  for  the  regular 
treatment  for  rats  and  mice  at  commercial  and  industrial 
premises  and  at  one  hospital.
